Claims 1-20 have been rejected under 35 
U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Wildfeuer et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,298,055) in view 
of Sato et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,078,882). Of the Claims, Claims 1, 7, 14, 19 and 20 are 
independent claims. The Applicant respectfully traverses the rejections.
